PORT BLAIR, DEC 29/--/ With nil 
or rare cases of Covid-19 reported 
in the islands now, people living in 
outer Islands have made fervent 
pleas to the Chief Secretary for 
restoration of shipping and boat 
services to the pre Covid level, 
taking into consideration the 
difficulties faced by the people 
without adequate shipping 
services. Residents of outer islands 
whose main mode of transportation 
is boat services operated by the 
Shipping department have urged 
the UT administration to 
immediately restore services of 
boats/ships in the Inter-Island 
sector, suspended for over two years 
now due to Covid-19 pandemic. 
Residents alleged that instead of 
restoring the shipping services, the 
UT administration is focusing more 
on increasing the frequency of 
flight services. Even local 
politicians are less concerned about 
restoration of shipping services 
and more towards increasing flight 
services to increase tourists footfall 
in the islands. According to 


reports, presently 13 flights land at 
Port Blair leading to arrival of over 
2000 passengers on a daily basis. As 


per norms, the air passengers who 
have received two doses of Covid- 
19 vaccines are let free to go home 
from the airport while those who 
have not received any dose or only 
one dose are taken to ITF ground 
for RT-PCR test. Residents are now 


demanding that by adopting the 
same criteria, shipping services 
may be restored to their full 
capacity. Passengers who have 
received both the doses may be 
allowed to travel in boats while 
those who received only one dose 


or no dose should be asked to undergo 
RT-PCR test. As done earlier, the 
department of Shipping should first 
come out with an Inter-Island 
shipping schedule for the benefit of 
the travelers. People are suffering 
due to non-operation of adequate 





boat services in the Inter-Island 
route. Residents feel that preparing 
an advance shipping schedule will 
not only reduce the mad rush at the 
District Administration office for 
boat tickets, but will help people plan 
their tour in advance. Proper 


schedule will also help patients to 
travel to Port Blair on time, get 
treatment at GB Pant Hospital and 
return back immediately after the 
treatment. Prior information about 
sailing of ships/boats will ensure 
smooth to & fro journey of the 
Inter-Island passengers. Presently 
the staff working in the Directorate 
of Shipping Service are sitting 
idle, drawing their monthly 
salaries without any work. The 
salary paid to the crew members of 
the vessels without work is justa 
waste of taxpayers money. In 
addition to this, the Shipping 
department also has to make hefty 
payment of port charges for long 
haul of boats/ships in the ports. In 
the absence of adequate 
helicopter services, critically-ill 
patients and pregnant ladies can 
also avail boat services to reach Port 
Blair without any trouble. 
Shipping services, being the 
lifeline of the people of the 
Islands, needs to be restored 
quickly and fast as shipping is the 
main mode of transportation of 
people and cargo to outer islands. 
The Department of Shipping 
Services is responsible for 
providing adequate boats for the 
Inter-Island sector.

C-in-C, ANC sah ‘Sankalp Smarak’ to the Nation 


PORT BLAIR, DEC 29/--/ 
In the saga of India’s 
freedom struggle, 30 
December 1943 holds a 
special place etched in 
time. It was on this day that 
a national flag was hoisted 
for the first time on Indian 
soil, at Port Blair. It is also 
significant that Netaji 
escaped British 
surveillance from Kolkata 
on 16 Jan 1941 and stepped 
back on Indian soil after 
nearly three years, at Port 
Blair aerodrome on 29 Dec 
1943 at 11:30 am and 
unfurled a National flag the 
next day. Netaji’s visit to the 
islands as the Head of the 
Provisional Government of 
Azad Hind and Supreme 
Commander of Indian 
National Army marked a 
symbolic fulfillment of his 
promise that the Indian 
National Army would stand 
on Indian soil by the end of 
1943. This historic visit also 
marked a declaration of 
Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands as the “first 
liberated territory of 
India”. The location of 
Netaji’s historic arrival on 
29th Dec 1943 (accompanied 
by Sarvashri Anand Mohan 
Sahay (Secretary with 
Ministerial Rank), Captain 


Rawat- ADC and Col DS Raju 
(personal physician of 
Netaji), lies within the 
premises of what is now 
Andaman and Nicobar 
Command’s Air Station INS 
Utkrosh, in close proximity 
to the present day runway. 
Upon his arrival as the 
Supreme Commander of the 
Indian National Army bya 
Japanese Air Force 
Aircraft, Netaji was 
accorded a ceremonial 
guard of honour by soldiers 
of Indian National Army at 
the Air Field. 

In order to preserve this 
important event in history, 
a Sankalp Smarak was 
dedicated to the nation by 


Lt Gen Ajai Singh, AVSM, 
Commander-in-Chief 
Andaman and Nicobar 
Command, exactly 78 years 
after Netaji’s arrival on 29 
Dec 2021 at 11:30 am. The 
Smarak is a tribute not only 
to the resolve of the soldiers 
of the Indian National

NEW DELHI, DEC 29 /--/ 
A heavy rush is being 
witnessed across Metro 
stations here as the 
government has limited 
occupancy to 50 per cent in 
view of rising Covid-19 
cases. 

HUDA City Centre and 
IFFCO Chowk metro 
stations were the worst 
affected as passengers were 
seen forming a beeline up to 
the road. While a section of 
them fumed at the 
government's decision to 
operate public transport at 
50 per cent capacity, others 
said they supported the 
move. A Metro official said 
the restrictions will remain 
due to the prevailing 
COVID-19 situation. 
Menwhile, Traders' body 
CAIT on Wednesday wrote 
to Delhi Lieutenant 
Governor Anil Baijal, 
terming the ‘odd-even' 
scheme for shops 
impractical and called for 
markets in the national 
capital be divided into 
various zones to open at 
different timings for smooth 
conduct of trade. 

In its letter to Baijal on 
the Covid restrictions in 
Delhi, the Confederation of 
All India Traders (CAIT) 
claimed that the 
"restrictions announced so 
far have been announced in 


haste without having a 
discussion with traders and 
other stakeholders’ of 
Delhi". Contending that 
traders of Delhi have 
suffered huge losses in last 
two years and are running 
into great financial crunch, 
CAIT argued that smooth 
conduct of trade may be 
kept in mind while deciding 
restrictions. "In particular 
we would like to mention 
that the 'Odd-Even' scheme 
is not practical and 
extremely irrelevant. In fact 
it only causes extreme 
inconvenience to the public 
at large," the traders' body 
observed. The Delhi Traffic 
Police on Wednesday said it 
has made elaborate traffic 
arrangements to ensure 
smooth vehicular 
movement on the eve of 
New Year. Strict action 
shall be taken against 
drunken driving, bikers 
performing stunts, 
overspeeding and reckless 
driving among other 
offences, an advisory issued 
by the police stated.

Rise in active Covid cases 
in Maharashtra alarming, 
says health minister Tope 


MUMBAI, DEC 29 /--/ Maharashtra health minister 
Rajesh Tope on Wednesday expressed concern over the rise 
in the number of fresh as well as active Covid-19 cases in 
the state, and termed it as an "alarming situation". Talking 
to newspersons here, Tope urged people and authorities to 
exercise caution. He also emphasised on strict adherence 
to Covid-19 protocols and ramping up of vaccination 
against the infection. He said in the last 8-10 days, the active 
cases in the state stood in the range of 5,000-6,000. On 
December 10, the state had 6,543 active cases, according to 
the health bulletin. On Tuesday, the state had 11,492 active 
cases. On Wednesday, the number of active cases could rise 
over 20,000, the minister said. The rise in active cases in the 


state is alarming, he said. 


The minister also expressed concern over the fast 
doubling rate of cases in the state, and the rising number 
of infections in Mumbai. Tope said the active cases in 
Mumbai could reach over 2,200 on Wednesday. The state 
capital reported 1,377 cases on Tuesday. Everyday, 51,000 
tests are conducted in Mumbai, but if 2,200 people test 
positive, then the positivity rate stands at four per cent, 
which is not good. We need to be cautious, he said. Tope also 
emphasised the need to reduce contacts, wear masks and 


maintain social distancing. 


Stressing that vaccination should be ramped up, Tope 
said a list has been prepared of those left out of the 
vaccination drive. He said political will is necessary and 
leaders across all parties, religious leaders and NGOs 
should urge people to participate in the vaccination drive. 
On Tuesday, Maharashtra reported 2,172 fresh coronavirus 
cases, up by 50 per cent from 1,426 infections recorded a 
day before, and 22 new deaths. With these additions, the 
state's Covid-19 tally rose to 66,61,486, while the death toll 
increased to 1,41,476, as per the health department. (PTI) 


Ludhianabombblast: 7 mobiles 
recoveredfrom jail, afewof them 
used by accused, says police 


LUDHIANA, DEC 29 /--/ The investigating agencies probing 
the Ludhiana court complex blast incident recovered seven 
mobile phones, afew of them used by the accused, from the 
city's central jail, police sources said on Wednesday. The 
phones have been sent to forensic lab for further examination, 
they said. Dismissed Punjab Police officer Gagandeep Singh 
was killed in the blaston December 23. Six others were injured 
in the incident. According to police, Gagandeep had gone 
to the washroom in the court complex to assemble the bomb 
to plant it somewhere. Gagandeep, who was dismissed from 
service in 2019, had spent two years in the Ludhiana jail in 
adrug-related case. Gagandeep along with two others -- Ranjit 
Singh and Sukhwinder Singh -- who were also lodged in the 
same jail allegedly used these phones, the sources said. 

Ranjit and Sukhwinder had been brought on production 
warrants for questioning, they said. It has been found during 
investigation thatsome international callshadalso been made 
from these mobile phones. Two of these phones were largely 
used by Gagandeep during his stay in the jail, said police 
sources. Gagandeep had came out on bail in September. 
According to CCTV footage procured from cameras installed 
at Ludhiana bus stand and roadside, Gagandeep had used 
a bus to reach Ludhiana from Khanna on December 23. The 
investigating agencies have also questioned Gagandeep's wife. 
They also questioned his girlfriend, serving in the police. 
Gagandeep had stayed with her in a hotel before proceeding 
to Ludhiana. The police are also questioning Gagandeep's 
friends in the police department whom he used to frequently 
meet after his dismissal from the service. 

Notably, German authorities detained a person allegedly 
belonging to the Sikhs For Justice (SFJ), an organisation 
suspected to be behind the bomb blast in Ludhiana, based 
on intelligence inputs from India, officials had saidon Tuesday. 
Theman, identifiedas Jaswinder Singh Multani, wasdetained 
in a city in Germany after intelligence inputs were shared 
with the authorities in Berlin highlighting his alleged role 
in planning terror attacks in India, they said. (PTI)

There is always a competition for the seat ofthe 
emperor in the world. Every country is 
constantly tryingtooccupythischair by beating 
other countries.

The Wholesale Price Index based inflation rose to the 
highest in the present series that begun in 2011-12 to 14.23 
per cent in November 2021, simply put, it is 12 years high. 
The figures are even highest since April 2005 if we 
compare it to the older price series. All these are indicative 
of both the price and inflation going beyond the control of 
Modi government or they have willingly allowed it to 
happen for the benefit of certain group of people, though 
it could prove to be spine breaking for common people who 
have lost their jobs and the means of survival. 

The Centre has just released the data for the last month 
which topped the figure of October which was 12.54 per 
cent at five months high. The reason of such a high 
inflationary pressure was primarily due to rising prices of 
manufactured goods and food in the wholesale apart from 
soaring prices of mineral oil, basic metals, crude petroleum 
and natural gas, chemicals and chemical products and food 
products etc. All these means that the input costs at 
production level has risen to this level that has increased 
the price at the wholesale level which will ultimately be 
transferred to the retail levels, that is, to the consumers. The 
consumers have already been paying unbearable prices for 
goods for the last several months. For the last eight 
consecutive months the WPI inflation continued in double 
digit putting extra pressure on market prices. 

Let us not forget that we are talking about wholesale 
price of goods and inflation since the WPI does not include 
services. Services are included in Consumer Price Index 
(CPI) and is calculated on the basis of actual price paid by 
consumers for a basket of both goods and services. It is 
precisely due to this reason the data on WPI inflation 
released yesterday and the CPI inflation released earlier 
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show a great difference. While WPI inflation was at 14.23 per 
cent, the CPI inflation was 4.91 per cent. It was on the basis 
of this CPI, which actually conceals the inflationary 
pressure on goods and the level of their high prices in the 
market, Modi government has claimed that the inflation is 
under control and within the targeted RBI limit of 4 plus 
minus 2. The RBI plus minus 2 range on the base of 4 is too 
wide on the one hand, and misuse and manipulation of cost 
of the services to veil the actual price rise of goods and 
inflationary pressure on them is avery bad on the part of 
the government and that too to present a rosy picture on CPI 
inflation. The wide gap between the WPI and the CPI 
inflation also indicates that our producers are greatly 
struggling to absorb the high input costs while keeping their 
market intact on account of the price rise at consumers' 
end. Let it beso, Modi government seems now to be exposed. 
Inflationary pressures are here to stay now, since the 
situation has gone beyond the control of the Centre and the 
RBI can have only a limited role. Both the WPI and CPI 
inflation are set to rise due to domestic and international 
market conditions on the one hand and the wrong priorities 
and policies of the Modi government on the other. 

The data released by the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry reveals that the wholesale fuel and power prices 
rose 39.81 per cent in November on year on year basis as 





against 37.18 per cent in October, while manufactured 
product prices rose by 11.92 per cent against 12.04 per cent 
in the wholesale. The wholesale prices of food also 
accelerated at the rate of 6.7 per cent in November on 
yearly basis while only a month ago in October, it was only 
3.06 per cent. This should be a serious matter of concern 
because such arecord breaking inflation on WPI has come 
at a time when the Indian economy has just started 
recovering from the devastating impact from the COVID-19 
pandemic, lockdowns, and containment measures. People 
have little resources left with them for survival with very 
bad scenario in the job market. Another cause of concern 
is that these months are busy season of the economy anda 
time when new crops and vegetables come in the market in 
surplus. It is indeed a bad omen for the country that prices 
of food items and manufacturing products should reach so 
high with biggest inflationary pressure in the last twelve 
years. It has also been revealed that WPI crude petroleum 
inflation was 91.74 per cent in November as against 80.57 
per cent in October. Since any relief on the fuel front does 
not seem likely coming our way, we may well be heading 
towards even more difficult situations. Uncertainties due 
to supply chain disruptions are to remain on account of 
Omicron and other future variant of the COVID-19 virus. 

India, therefore, is in urgent need of taking the issues 
of price rise and inflation to save the common people, 
especially the poor 60 per cent of the population who 
cannot even afford two square meals, what to talk about 
healthy food. The pandemic of malnutrition may put 
additional pressure on our healthcare system which is 
already under great strain due to the pandemic and other 
non-communicable diseases. (IPA)

An ex parte order was passed against 
the petitioner Sukhdev Ree, a tea garden 
worker, in 2016, by which he was declared 
a foreigner. The tribunal held that even 
though the petitioner had filed his written 
statement and accompanying documents, 
he failed to appear for cross examinations 
on several occasions and discharge the 
burden of proof placed on him. It appears 
the petitioner was unwell at the time of the 
cross examinations, and could therefore not 
attend the hearings, due to which the matter 
was proceeded with ex parte. After the 
order was passed, the petitioner was 
detained, and put ina detention camp fora 
duration of three years, as aresult of which, 
he was only able to challenge the decision 
after his release. 

Ree submitted that he had sufficient 
evidence to prove that he is an Indian 
citizen, including voters lists from 1966 and 
1970 which contained his father’s name, and 
voters lists from 1977 and 2005 where his 
own name is listed. Observing that 
citizenship is one of the most important 


rights available to a person today and that 
even a quasi-judicial hearing before a 
Foreigners Tribunal has the power to render 
a person stateless, the Court held that it was 
important that the tribunal truly examine 
the evidence available with the petitioner to 
prove his citizenship, and granted him 
another opportunity to appear before the 
tribunal. 

The petitioner’s bail is to remain 
effective during the pendency of the matter 
on furnishing a bail bond and a local surety. 
Passing directions to the authorities to 
collect necessary biometric data from the 
petitioner, the Court concluded that further 
failure by Ree to appear before the tribunal 
would result in this order being vacated and 
the previous order of the tribunal being 
revived. However, the order of the Court was 
passed three days after Ree had died of 
cardiac arrest. Members of his family have 
been asked to appear before the tribunal on 
December 14. 

Rajendra Das, his wife Renubala Das and 
their three minor children were declared 
foreigners in an ex parte decision in 2018, 
after they failed to appear before the tribunal 
after being served notice and did not file 


written statements after seeking time. The 
petitioners informed the tribunal that 
Rajendra Das had been ill, which was the 
reason for his non-appearance. The family 
had sought a review of the order but the 
tribunal had turned them down. 

The Court reiterated that such decisions 
affect the fundamental rights of citizens and 
must be made after evaluating evidence and 
not as a matter of procedure. The opinion of 
the tribunal is used to determine the 
citizenship of individuals by the relevant 
authorities, and potentially strippinga 
person of their fundamental rights must not 
be taken lightly, the Court said. 

In the matter of Puspa Rani Dhar, the 
Court made it clear that the reasoning used 
by the tribunal to reject the petitioner’s 
claim that she was Indian, were 
unacceptable. In her late seventies, Dhar 
had first received a notice from the 
foreigners’ tribunal in 2000, and has been 
harassed since and was declared a foreigner 
in 2017.In setting aside the order of the 
tribunal, the Court took note that, firstly, the 
tribunal had rejected a certificate issued by 
the Railway authorities containing the 
names and dates of birth of the petitioner, 


documents that indicated that the father of 
the petitioner had been a member of a 
medical union in Bengal in the year 1966, as 
well as the voters’ lists of 1997, 2005, and 
2016 in which the names of the petitioner 
and her husband have been enlisted. 
However, it rejected a land title document 
from 2008 as indistinct and unreadable, even 
though it was clear that the name on the title 
was that of the petitioner. 

In determining that the claims of the 
petitioner that her husband and father were 
both Indian citizens have not been 
disregarded by the tribunal, the Court went 
on to legitimise the land title document and 
the certificate issued by the Railway 
authority as sufficient evidence to prove that 
petitioner is an Indian citizen. 

The counsel for the State had argued that 
even if declared an Indian, Dhar would be 
required to register herself with the 
Registering Authority. This submission was 
rejected by the Bench, which reiterated the 
acceptance of the proof that the petitioner’s 
father was in fact in India in 1966 suggests 
that she has been an Indian and not a 
foreigner at any point in time.

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UK aims for Jabby New 
Year’ with boosters as 
Covid cases remain high 


LONDON, DEC 29 /--/ The head of UK's Covid 
vaccination programme said the National health service 
(NHS) is contacting thousands more people from 
Wednesday urging them to book a booster vaccine and have 
a" Jabby New Year" as the country recorded another 129,471 
coronavirus cases. 

Prime Minister Boris Johnson told reporters duringa 
visit to a vaccination centre in London on Wednesday that 
the Omicron variant continues to cause problems but all 
signs indicate that it is milder than the previously dominant 
Delta variant of Covid-19.He highlighted that estimates 
show that around 2.4 million eligible double-vaccinated 
people are yet to take their boosters and urged them to come 
forward to mark the New Year ina "sensible way"."The 
Omicron variant continues to cause real problems. You are 
seeing cases rising in hospitals. But it is obviously milder 
than the Delta variant and we are able to proceed in the way 
that we are," said Johnson."I'm sorry to say this but the 
overwhelming majority of people who are currently 
ending up in intensive care in our hospitals are people who 
are not boosted," said Johnson. 

The surge in cases in the UK continues to be driven by 
the Omicron variant but it does not show a similarly sharp 
rise in hospital admissions, taking into account the lag 
between infections and hospital treatment. However, on 
Tuesday's Covid infections data only includes data from 
England and Wales over the Christmas holiday period, with 
a UK-wide picture covering Scotland and Northern Ireland 
expected only in early January 2022."The NHS Covid 
vaccination programme continues to break records with 
almost 250,000 people jabbed on Monday, the second- 
highest number for a Bank Holiday so far, said Dr Emily 
Lawson, head of the NHS Covid vaccination 
programme."We are contacting hundreds of thousands of 
people this week urging them to ensure they have 
maximum protection in the face of the threat from Omicron. 
Experts are clear that two doses does not give the protection 
we need from the new strain so everyone eligible should get 
boosted now and enjoy a Jabby New Year, she said. 

The NHS said there are more than a million 
appointments available through its national booking 
system between now and January 1, 2022. With boosters 
being offered to all adults, around 650,000 text messages 
and 50,000 letters are being sent to people who have not yet 
had their top-up third dose applicable any time after a 
three-month gap from the second dose of a Covid 
vaccine.Chris Hopson, chief executive of NHS Providers 
which covers staffing at NHS trusts, said some trust bosses 
thought self-isolating staff would be a "bigger problem" 
than the number of people being treated for Covid.A 
number of scientists are now calling for the UK to follow in 
the footsteps of the US and reduce the country's Covid self- 
isolation period to five days, in an effort to protect frontline 
services struggling with staff absences.The US Centers for 
disease control and prevention said on Monday that 
Americans who catch Covid and don't have any symptoms 
only need to self-isolate for five days, so long as masks are 
worn for another five. 

In England, those who have tested positive for Covid are 
able to leave self-isolation after seven days, as long they can 
produce two negative lateral flow tests.Paul Hunter, 
professor of medicine at the University of East Anglia, told 
the BBC that he believes Omicron has become "effectively 
just another cause of the common cold"."We're going to have 
to let people who are positive go about their normal lives 
as they would do with any other cold, said Hunter."I think 
the whole issue of how long are we going to be able to allow 
people to self-isolate if they're positive is going to have to 
be discussed fairly soon, because I think this is a disease 
that's not going away," he said. Meanwhile, pharmacists have 
warned of patchy supplies of the rapid antigen lateral flow 
Covid tests, boxes of which are available free of cost viaa 
booking code to be used to self-test at home.The UK health 
security agency (UKHSA) said that the delivery capacity 
for lateral flow testing kits has doubled to 900,000 a day 
since December 18, due to unprecedented demand.(PT1) 


Indonesia to let Boeing 737 
Max tly again after 2018 crash 


JAKARTA, DEC 29 /--/ Indonesia said on Wednesday it is 
lifting its ban on Boeing's 737 Max aircraft, three years after 
one crashed into the Java Sea shortly after takeoff killing 
all 189 people on board. The transportation ministry said 
in a statement on Wednesday that the aircraft will be 
permitted to fly in Indonesia, but only after airlines carry 
out airworthiness directives.The ministry will also conduct 
inspections before the aircraft are allowed to operate in the 





country, said Novie Riyanto, the ministry's director general 
of civil aviation.Several flight operators have stated that 
they have carried out airworthiness orders for 737 MAX 
aircraft, in accordance with FAA provisions and will 
prepare training and simulators at the nearest facility, in 
Singapore, Riyanto said. 

Governments grounded the Boeing 737 Max after a total 
of 346 people were killed in the crashes of the Lion Air 
flight in Indonesia on October 29, 2018, and an Ethiopian 
Airlines flight on March 10, 2019.Investigators blamed a 
computer system that pushed the plane's nose downward in 
flight and couldn't be overridden by pilots. Boeing has 
carried out technical upgrades to fix such problems.Earlier 
this month, China became the last major market to approve 
the Boeing 737 Max after the United States allowed flights 
to resume in December 2020. European Union regulators 
gave permission in January. Brazil and Canada also have 
given approval. 

Anton Sahadi, whose 24-year-old cousins Muhammad 
Rafi Ardian and Rian Ariandi died in the 2018 crash, said 
that he regrets the government decision to let the 737 Max 
fly again.The government has to ensure that the aircraft 
meets safety standards so that similar incidents don't 
happen again," Sahadi said.I do not see the urgency yet for 
Boeing's 737 Max aircrafts to fly again in Indonesia. 
Families of victims still have not finished the process of 
resolving problems with Boeing, he said.Sahadi was 
referring to complaints by some families of crash victims 
that a 2.5 billion settlement between Boeing and the U.S. 
Department of Justice excluded them from involvement in 
negotiating their compensation.

Cities in at least five other 
states in Brazil's north and 
southeast have also been flooded 
in recent days.In Bahia, flooding 
has affected more than 470,000 
people. In at least 50 cities, water 
surged into homes and businesses, 
and people were forced to 
abandon their belongings. 
Official data from the state 
government say 34,163 people 
have been made homeless and 
almost 43,000 are displaced. 
There have been a total of 21 
deaths and 358 people injured 
since the beginning of the month. 
This is the heaviest period of 


years, according to the website of 
the National Centre for 
Monitoring and Alerts of Natural 
Disasters, a government agency. 
In southern Bahia, it rained more 
than five times the normal 
amount for this time of the year. 
In an interview with local 
radio stations on Tuesday 
morning, Bahia Gov. Rui Costa 
compared the situation to a 
bombardment".He also said that 
coronavirus vaccines were lost in 
the floods of some cities."Some 
municipal health offices and 
medicine depots were completely 
under water," he said.On Tuesday, 
the population of at least four 
municipalities in Bahia received 
warnings to leave their homes

Modi's planned visit 
to UAE postponed 


as Omicron surges 


NEW DELHI, DEC 29 /--/ 
Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi's planned visit to 
the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) in the first half of 
next month has been 
postponed, people 
familiar with the 
development said on 
Wednesday. The Prime 
Minister was scheduled 
to visit the strategically 
important Gulf nation 
around January 6, they 
said. The people cited 
above said the visit has 
been postponed in view of 
the rising cases of 
Omicron Covid-19 
variant and that it could 
take place in February. 
Both India and the UAE 
have witnessed rising 
cases of Omicron. The 
year 2022 will mark the 
50th anniversary of the 
establishment of 
diplomatic ties between 
India and the UAE and 
the visit was planned in 
sync with it. The ties 
between India and the 
UAE have seen a major 
upswing in the last few 
years. Both India and the 
UAE have been holding 
talks to firm up a 
comprehensive free trade 
agreement to further 
boost economic ties. In 
reflection oof their 
growing strategic ties, 
India and the UAE 
recently became part ofa 
new four-nation 
grouping that is expected 
to be focusing on issues 
relating to trade and 
investment. The other 
two members are the US 
and Israel. The upward 
trajectory in the ties 
followed Modi's visit to 
the UAE in 2015 as it 
marked the beginning of 
a new phase in 
partnership. Sheikh 
Mohamed bin Zayed Al 
Nahyan, the Crown 
Prince of Abu Dhabi and 
Deputy Supreme 
Commander of UAE 
Armed Forces, visited 
India in 2016. He again 
visited India in January 
2017 as the Chief Guest at 
the Republic day 
celebrations. (PTI) 


Cong slams Govi over new 
car for PM's cavalcade 


NEW DELHI, DEC 29 /--/ The Congress on Wednesday 
slammed the government over the purchase of a luxury 
car for Prime Minister Narendra Modi's cavalcade ata 
time when the economy has taken a hit due to the Covid- 
19 pandemic. Recalling the Prime Minister's description 
of himself as fakir' (ascetic), Congress spokesperson 
Gourav Vallabh said every person in the country desires 
to be a fakir like Modi who flies in an Rs 8,000 crore 
aircraft, rides in Rs 20 crore car and spends Rs 2,000 crore 
on building a home. A Mercedes-Maybach S650 Guard 
was added to the Prime Minister's cavalcade by the 
Special Protection Group (SPG). Government sources 
said that the new car was a replacement of the BMW used 
by the prime minister as the German carmaker stopped 
production of the vehicle. Official sources also said the 
SPG security detail has a six-year norm to replace 
vehicles used for the protectee and that Modi has not 
given any preference on which cars to use. They also 
said that the car costs about one-third of the price quoted 
in the media. However, Vallabh alleged that the Prime 
Minister had changed five cars in seven years. In the last 
two years, people have lost jobs, seen their salaries 
decline, businesses have witnessed a downturn, but there 
is no change in the prime minister's pace of changing 
cars. Why are you buying cars, he said. The Congress 
spokesperson said India had seen Prime Ministers who 
cared for the people and not who changed cars every 
alternate year. It was Mahindra Scorpio in 2014, BMW 7 
Series in 2015, Toyota Land Cruiser in 2017, Jaguar Range 
Rover Vogue in 2019 and Mercedes Maybach in 2021, he 
told reporters here. Taking a dig at the Prime Minister's 
pitch for Make in India, Congress said Modi has not 
boarded an India-made car since 2014 when he used 
Mahindra Scorpio for his travels. Vocal for Local, 
Aatmanirbhar Bharat have remained mere slogans there 
is no India-made car. It started with Scorpio, but the prime 
minister has never turned to an Indian car after that, he 
said. Our buying capacity has been hit due to the 
pandemic. We have to think twice before buying a pair 
of clothes. The RBI also says consumer sentiment is 
depressed, Vallabh said. However, amid speculation on 
the price and other details of the Mercedes Maybach 
added to the Prime Minister’s security detail, 
government sources said on Wednesday that the new 
cars are not an upgrade but routine replacement as BMW 
had stopped making the model used for him earlier. "The 
cars cost much less than the media speculation, in fact it 
is about one-third of the price quoted in the media," an 
official source said. The price quoted for a Maybach car 
in a section of the media is over Rs 12 crore. Official 
sources said the SPG security detail has a six-year norm 
to replace vehicles used for the protectee, and the 
previous cars were used for eight years under Modi, 
leading to an audit objection and comment that it was 
compromising the life of the protectee. (PTI) 





Mamata hints at imposing fresh Covid curbs 
in Bengal after reviewing situation 


SAGAR ISLAND, DEC 29 /--/ Chief minister 
Mamata Banerjee on Wednesday hinted at 
bringing back Covid curbs in the state amid the 
threat of a possible third wave of the pandemic 
looming large, including shutting down 
educational institutions and identifying 
containment zones. Mamata, during an 
administrative review meeting at Sagar Island, 
asked officials concerned to review the overall 
pandemic situation in the state. Covid-19 cases 
are on the rise; there are a few omicron infections, 
too. So, a review of the situation is required. If the 
numbers keep increasing, we may consider 
closing down schools and colleges, she said. The 
chief minister, who visited the island to take 
stock of the arrangements for the annual 
Gangasagar mela, said that a decision on 
international flight and local train services will 
also be taken after the coronavirus situation is 
reviewed in Bengal. "Some omicron cases are 
being detected among returnees who are arriving 
here on international flights. Evaluate and take 
a decision on the movement of international 
flights,” the chief minister told chief secretary H 
K Dwivedi and health secretary N S Nigam at the 
meeting. She asked the officials to conducta 
ward-to-ward survey and take a call on 
reintroducing containment zones in the 
metropolis. Offices could be asked to function 
with 50 per cent employee attendance, if 
necessary, the chief minister said. After January 
3, we will decide on the Covid protocols. Movement 
of local trains is unlikely to be impacted for the 
time being. Reduce the number of local trains if 
required, but this service will not be stopped for 
now as many livelihoods depend on it, Mamata 
said. The chief minister urged people to adhere to 
Covid protocols and not panic due to the rising 
number of omicron cases, as the variant was less 
severe in terms of fatalities than the delta 
variant. Asking the officials to keep a tab on the 
vaccination programme of children aged 15-19 
years starting January 3, Banerjee wondered 
why the Centre was keen on beginning booster 
doses when many beneficiaries were yet to get the 
second dose. They must complete giving the 
second dose first and then think on the booster 
shots... In fact, I am told vaccines are not working 
for the omicron variant," Mamata added. (PTI) 


BJP urges SEC to reconsider 
date for polls in 4 civic bodies 


Will Assembly polls in 5 states 
be postponed, questions TMC 


KOLKATA, DEC 29 /--/ West Bengal BJP president 
Sukanta Majumdar Wednesday urged the State Election 
Commission to reconsider the date for the upcoming poll 
to four municipal corporations on January 22 next year 
given the rising number of Covid-19 cases in the state and 
a threat of a possible third wave of the pandemic looming 
large. This drew a sharp retort from the ruling TMC, which 
wondered whether the BJP-led government at the Centre 
will also postpone the Assembly election due in five states. 
On Monday, the West Bengal SEC had announced that polls 
to Siliguri, Chandannagar, Bidhannagar and Asansol 
municipal corporations will be held on January 22. "The 
SEC has announced dates for civic polls to four municipal 
corporations. But presently, COVID-19 cases are rising in 
the state. So we request the SEC to reconsider the dates of 
the civic polls. It can discuss the matter with health 
experts and then decide on the dates. We fail to understand 
what is the hurry in holding the poll and that too when there 
is a threat of a third wave," Majumdar told newspersons 
here. Asked about the party's readiness for the coming 
civic poll given its dismal performance in the December 
19 Kolkata Municipal Corporation election, he said: "BJP 
is ready for the polls. We are just asking the SEC to at least 
reconsider its decision once". Reacting to Majumdar's 
comment, the TMC wondered why the party pressed for 
eight-phase assembly poll in West Bengal during the 
second wave of Covid-19 in April-May. "It seems the BJP 
is afraid of facing the election sensing defeat. It is for the 
SEC to decide whether it will postpone the dates or not. 
But we would like to ask BJP whether it will postpone the 
upcoming assembly polls in the five states or not? They 
should first answer this," TMC leader Sukhendu Sekhar 
Roy said. State election are due in Uttar Pradesh, 
Uttarakhand, Manipur, Goa and Punjab next year. (PTI)

This time, all of us, be it 
municipal corporations, 
municipalities, district 
panchayats or state 
governments, will have to remain 
alert," the home minister said. Shah 
said the government is taking stock of 
the situation at various levels through 
regular meetings with officials from 
the local administration. "But until 
the masses become aware and follow 
coronavirus guidelines issued by the 
state government, we will not be able to 
control its spread. Everybody will have 


to work together to defeat it. Those 
whose second dose is due must get it at 
the earliest," Shah said. Vaccination is 
the only way to protect against 


coronavirus, Shah said, adding that the 
Union government under Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi has ensured 
there is proper supply of COVID-19 
vaccine doses. He asked those in the 15- 
18 age group, the latest beneficiary 
segment, to get their jabs at the earliest.

Covid: People rush to cancel weddings, seek refunds; wedding industry takes another hit 





NEW DELHI, DEC 29 /--/ Marriages will 
continue to take place despite recession or 
inflation' - the dialogue from the popular 
Bollywood film Band Baaja Baaraat may not 
ring true in 2021, thanks to the myriad ways the 
Covid-19 pandemic has affected industries 
across the world. 

With yellow alert being sounded in Delhi 
amid rising Covid-19 cases, the wedding 
industry is staring ata bleak future. As the 
Delhi government allows only 20 guests at 
marriage events, many are rushing to cancel 
the bookings, leaving the industry in the lurch. 
Anil Thadani, owner of Jea Band, says: "People 
are cancelling weddings and asking for 
refunds. The workers are upset. Many 
weddings were planned from January 20. Only 
Delhi has implemented these restrictions, 
other states like Haryana and cities like 
Mumbai still allow 200 guests at weddings. 
How will we refund the money of people?" He 
shares that a family cancelled the wedding 


which was to take place as recent as Thursday, 
when the vendors have already made all the 
preparations. Amit Kedia, a resident of Karol 
Bagh, whose nephew's wedding is planned for 
January 20, says they have cancelled a majority 
of the bookings, but are finding it difficult to get 
the money refunded. The wedding was planned 
ata five star hotel in Aerocity, but the family 
now is undecided. "Where will the common man 
go? The vendors say they have made all 
preparations and some have put a rider saying 
they cannot be held responsible for last minute 
changes. Whenever there is a wedding, 
preparations begin well in advance with invites 
being sent and shopping done, but now we are 
left confused. We cannot get the wedding 
solmenised in a temple because visitors are not 
allowed in religious places under the yellow 
alert, neither can we put up a tent. We are 
thinking whether we should have the wedding 
function at home or postpone it," he rues. Kedia 
adds that they cannot even invite the families of 





the bride and groom under the 20-person 
attendance cap. Rajeev Jain, owner of Rashi 
Entertainment, says the wedding industry isa 
responsible industry and has been following all 
the Covid-19 norms. "Please do not single us out 
since we are the softest target. The wedding 
season will begin from January 19 and go on till 
February 21. Five star hotels follow all the 
precautions while hosting weddings. Their staff 
are tested for the virus at regular intervals and 
even the guests are not allowed without test 
reports. Instead of imposing restrictions like 
these, the government should tighten 
enforcement and make complete vaccination 
necessary for weddings. The vaccination 
certificates of guests can be checked when they 
arrive for weddings. We have been following all 
the precautions like wearing masks, 
maintaining hygiene, among others," he adds. 
Jain says the industry has suffered a lot since 
the outbreak of the pandemic and the 
government has not helped it in any way. (PTI)

l-League hit by COVID outbreak, at 
least seven players test positive 


KOLKATA, DEC 29 /--/ The 
continuation of I League was on 
Wednesday thrown into doubt 
after multiple COVID-19 cases 
were reported among 
participating teams, staying and 
competing inside bio-bubbles. It 
has been learnt that more than 10 
people, including at least seven 





players, have tested positive for 
the virus after tests conducted on 
Tuesday. Five players from Real 
Kashmir FC and at least one each 
from Mohammedan Sporting and 
debutants Sreenidi Deccan FC 
were among those who returned 
positive results. "Five players 
and three officials from Real 
Kashmir and at least one player 
each from Mohammedan 
Sporting and Sreenidi Deccan FC 
are among those positive cases," a 
top league source told PTI. The 
outbreak happened at the Novotel 
Hotel, one of the three bio- 
bubbles, set up by the organisers 
for the football League that 
began on Sunday. Besides RKFC, 
Sreenidi Deccan and 
Mohammedan Sporting, the three 
other teams staying at the 
Novotel Hotel are Rajasthan 
United, Aizawl FC and NEROCA. 
An emergency meeting of the 
League Committee has been 
called to take a decision on 
continuation or suspension of the 
league. "We are having an 
emergency meeting of the League 
committee at 4pm to decide on 


future course of action. The 
safety of players and officials is 
paramount," I-League CEO 
Sunando Dhar said. Dhar did not 
divulge the exact number of 
positive cases. "There have some 
positive cases reported among 
certain #HerolILeague teams. The 
League is keeping aclose tab on 
it and have already 
spoken to the clubs. In 
addition, an 
emergency meeting of 
the League Committee 
has also been 
summoned in the 
afternoon. Further 
details soon," tweeted the official 
handle of league. Thirteen teams 
are competing in this year's I- 
League across three venues -- the 
Mohun Bagan Ground in 
Kolkata, the Kalyani Stadium at 
Kalyani and the Naihati Stadium 
at Naihati. RKFC owner Sandeep 
Chattoo admitted some of his 
team's players have tested 
positive, though he did not share 
how many and who. "Yes, RK FC 
has also some positive cases, 
players from all (six) teams are 
suspected (of COVID-19). But we 
have not yet been told officially 
by the league organisers or the 
AIFF," he said. "There was one 
round of tests on December 21 
and all my players were 
negative. This latest tests were 
done yesterday." He said the next 
few matches may be postponed 
but hoping that the I-League 
continues. There are no matches 
scheduled for Wednesday. 
Sreenidi, Mohammedan 
Sporting, NEROCA and Aizawl 
FC have matches on Thursday 
while RKFC have a game on 
Friday.

Earlier, India were bowled out for 174 but 
on the back of the first-innings lead, the 
visitors set up a good total on the board. 
Rishabh Pant top-scored for India in the 
second innings with his 34-run knock as 
India suffered yet another batting collapse. 
First innings centurion KL Rahul was 
dismissed for just 23 runs in the second 
innings and the middle-order trio of 
Chesteshwar Pujara, Virat Kohli and 
Ajinkya Rahane failed to convert their good 
start into a good score. For South Africa, 
Marco Jansen and Kagiso Rabada picked 
four wickets each while Lungi Ngidi got two 
in the second innings. 

South Africa pacers Kagiso Rabada and 
Marco Jansen triggered India’s batting 
collapse in the second session of day 4 as the 
visitors were bundled out for just 174.

Credit for pace unit's success should only 
go to players who worked hard for it: Shami 


CENTURION, DEC 29 /--/ The credit 
for India's world class pace attack 
should always rest "only and only" 
with its playing members, feels 
Mohammed Shami, whose five-wicket 
haul has put India in complete control 
against South Africa in the first Test. 
Shami's sixth five-for in Tests also 
brought up a personal milestone of 
200 wickets on a day when the four- 
pronged attack bowled the Proteas out 
for 197. Over the past few years, one 
has always heard bowlers at times 
making it mandatory to have words of 
praise for the support staff, especially 
former coach Bharath Arun but 
Shami took a divergent route. "Indian 
pace bowling is a formidable one 
because each and every member has 
worked hard and achieved it all with 
their sheer hardwork. "They have 
created their own little units (niche) 
for themselves and yes they are the 
ones who have put in immense amount 
of hardwork in the last 6-7 years. 
They are here on their own," Shami 
gave a detailed and loaded answer 
without naming anyone. "Yes, credit 
goes to support staff. They support 
your skill but it's not fair that you take 
any particular name. What you 
should see is what kind of effort that 
these boys have put in and I give 


credit to boys who have put in the 
effort," Shami was very clear about 
what he felt. On the match situation, 
the senior pacer feels that a lead of 
350-400 in the second innings and at 
least three to four sessions to takea 
crack at South Africa batters will help 
them achieve a well-deserved win. "A 
lead of 146 is fine but two days are 
still left. We have to bat for the better 
part of tomorrow and if we can make 
around 250 (in second innings) and the 
lead is close to 400, then we can give 
them four sessions or may be a bit 
more. "But that depends on captain 
but a minimum of 350 to 400 runs will 
be required for sure," Shami said. For 
Shami, the more you harness your 
skills, the better results you are bound 
to get as it happened in his case. "No 
one can ever dream as to what he can 
ultimately achieve when you are 
coming up the ranks and struggling to 
makea mark. Your dream is to become 
an India player and play with those 
whom you have seen on TV. "All you 
can do is work hard and if you work 
hard you are bound to get results." For 
Shami, if someone is playing at this 
level, he should learn to adapt. "Test 
match isn't any rocket science. If you 
are a Test level bowler, you should 
know your lengths and also have an 


idea of conditions and adapt 
accordingly." Shami still has an 
earthen feel to the way he talks and 
how lucidly he can express his 
feelings just like the seam position of 
his deliveries that seem so natural. 
"My father has made me what I am 
today. I come from a village (Sahaspur, 
UP's Amroha) where there aren't many 
facilities and even today there aren't 
all facilities available. "Even then, my 
father would cycle me 30 kms to take 
me at coaching camp and that 
struggle I still remember. In those 
days and those situations, they 
invested in me and I am forever 
grateful." During COVID-19 induced 
lockdown, Shami and his family 
donated ration to the needy and also 
arranged for buses to send labourers 
to their respective homes. "My family 
has ingrained certain values in me 
and it includes standing by people in 
their hour of need, helping the 
distressed. "My parents were 
associated with politics and served 
the people locally and its in my blood. 
Lockdown required me to help people 
and I did that. "If you work hard, 
Allah grants you success but then you 
should never leave your own people. 
Bas ek doosre ka saath rahna 
chahiye," he said. (PTI) 














NEW DELHI, DEC 29 /--/ Virat Kohli's watertight grip 
over Indian cricket loosened significantly in a mixed 
2021 bag, when the team's winless run at ICC events 
continued but the 'Men in Blue' cherished a historic Test 
series triumph in Australia. When M S Dhoni left white- 
ball captaincy in 2017, Kohli became the undisputed 
king of Indian cricket with his rule unchallenged for the 
three years that followed. In the absence of a strong 
administration at BCCI, Kohli called the shots and not 
many seemed to mind it with India performing well 
across formats though the ICC title eluded them. 
However, his reign had to be challenged at some point 
with Sourav Ganguly and Jay Shah filling the power 
vacuum in the world's most powerful board towards the 
end of 2019. The Alpha males of Indian cricket did not 
come in each other's way for the following year and 
cracks in their relationship could only be seen after 
Kohli decided to step down from T20 captaincy at the 
end of the 2020 World Cup. He had no plans to leave the 
ODI captaincy but India's premature exit from the 
tournament led to the inevitable and the mighty Kohli 
did not see that BCCI bombshell coming. Following his 
sacking as 50-over skipper, dirty linen was washed in 
public with Kohli and Ganguly contradicting each 
other on the sequence of events that led to the former's 
removal. Kohli is used to the spotlight with cameras 
following his every move on the field but now that space 
will be shared by new white ball skipper Rohit Sharma. 
With 70 international hundreds under his belt, the 
charismatic cricketer has nothing left to prove but after 
a quiet two years with the bat by his high standards and 
his feud with the BCCI, Kohli will be more fired up than 
ever to show that he remains the best in the business. The 
early exit at T20 World Cup was a big disappointment 
but it marked the end of a successful era under Kohli 


(PTI) 
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and Ravi Shastri, especially in the longest format. Not 
many can question the greatness of the Kohli-led Test 
team but the defeat in the World Test Championship final 
against New Zealand was also a big letdown of the year. 
India had played remarkably well to reach the final and 
would have been worthy winners of that trophy but New 
Zealand once again upstaged them on the big stage. 
However, nothing can take sheen off India's second 
consecutive series win in Australia with an injury- 
ravaged team struggling to even field a playing eleven in 
the series decider in Brisbane. The win at the Gabba will 
be talked about for years to come, not just because it was 
Australia's first loss at the venue in 33 years but the way 
India overcame an injury crisis and the 36 all out debacle 
at Adelaide to script a comeback for the ages. Kohli went 
back home after the first Test for the birth of his child but 
the way Ajinkya Rahane led the side in his absence also 
played a major role in India's monumental achievement 
Down Under. Later in the year, Kohli and Co. were set for 
another overseas series win but the fifth and final Test in 
England had to be cancelled due to a COVID outbreak in 
the visitors. India lead the series 2-1 with the final Test to 
be played next year. If India manage to win that series in 
2022 and the ongoing battle against Proteas, Kohli will be 
become the first Asian captain to win Test series in 
England, South Africa and Australia. India look in good 
shape to extend their dominance in the five-day game but 
Rohit and coach Rahul Dravid have work to do to turn the 
team's fortunes in white-ball cricket with T20 World Cup 
and ODI World Cup scheduled in 2022 and 2023 
respectively. A bunch of young players will be gettinga 
fair share of their opportunities ahead of the two ICC 
events and the team management would be hoping to plug 
the gaps in the power hitting and bowling department. 
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
